"Tha Cronafcadb "Messenger" gives 
a return of the uliips of the Ru38ian 
Navy whioh have Dcoii actively em- 
ployotl dima<? the year IH^J^- Tho 
Baltic lloGt wna ooinposod of 77 ves- 
BclB.it liiul on bo-Lid admirals, 911 
captains aud liouteuants, 110 mates, 
400 midaUipmen belonging to various 
naval schools, and 12,500 sailors. The 
Black Sea (l.iot was composed of 9 
ships, with oniupr.s of all grades 
und 3,000 sailors. Tho licet ou the 
Caspian po.4Sd.-ided 11 Bteamars, bs- 
sides several small guuboats, and was 
eoijimanded by 90 officers, who had 
under them 1,150 sailors. The Sibe- 
rian fleet in tho frozoii Seas had 11 
vessels, with ioO officers and 1,200 
sailors. In addition to these there 
wore gunboats on the White Sea and 
the Aral Sea. 

"Several of tho naval offiosrs I have 
met' with here seem to think that the 
traditionnl superiority of tho British 
fleet over those of any other two na- 
tions combined has cradually disap- 
peared, and that whatever superiority 
of fieamanship British sailors may still 
posses, the sbips of Russia aud France 
would, in case of a sudden war.assein- 
blo within a fortnight in the Chan- 
nel and would far overmatch any 
force the English Governmout could 
bring to oppose them in the same 
■paco-'of fiiho. Statistics and Gov 
^rnment returns are always mention- 
ed in a rao.st friendly spirit toward 
England. Tho Eussian Navy has been 
cntirelv formed on tho English model, 
■ the naVnl history of England is thor- 
oughly well-known to the service here 
and the officers' of no other nation so 
warmly appreciata its glories; but 
they seem to be decidedly of tho opin- 
ion that of ].utoyefir:j tho aim of Eng- 
land has been merely to keep ahead of 
the French, and that even in this re- 
spect the margin has been allowed 
Bomatimes to bo reduced to a danger- 
ous extent," 

Tub PuisrEa's PiijanE.ss. — The Re- 
gistrar of thQ.^^my Council, -Mr. 
Beave, when examined recently before 

the Royal Commission on tho admin- 
istrative (lopartments of tho Coiirt.s of 
Justice, exiilaiuod the practice which 
obtains ill his offic-G of printing mat- 
ter that would otherwise be written. 
He said:— '-I have a strong -opinion 
tba€3here ought to be no manual 
copying in offices. I have no writing 
olerics; I liavo nothiuu,' written beyond 
a verv short letter. The moment eveu 
jk letter is at all long I have it printed. 
I am coiiriuced that, ou account of 
convenience, despatch, economy, and 
overv other motive all public bu.siuoss 
ouLjht to bo done by the printing of- 
fice. 1 think it i.s .1 barbarous piece 
of antiquity to have any public doeu- 
ineiiiH wi iiLcn, with tiio oscoption of 
such as are veiy short and inconsider- 
able. I think thero ()ii;^'lit to bo sov. 
eral copies of thcui; and printing is 
tho most ocononiiciil of nuiltiply- 
in" the copies. You .send a (pianfcity 
of^matter in a very rough form to tho 
printer, anil he proiluces it in a legi-v 
ble shape; it is paid fur, and. there is 
no more expense. But if you have 
clerks to ilo tho work tiioy are not 
constantly employed, there are pe- 
riods when there is a great deal to do, 
and periods when there is uothing to 
do, aiid there are vacations, but the 
clerks must bo paid nil tho year round." 
Mr. lleevo sayH it would require eov- 
eral writing clerks to do copying in 
bia doparlnient. But tho Staiionory- 
Oflioe accounts show that tho cost of 
printing ex^ocutod for his office (tho 
Judicial Committee) was only just 
over £100 last year, including the 
cost of paper used. The Gommiss- 
jonors agree in the main with Mr. 
lioore'a reasons, and think it likely 
that in tlie dopartinentfi of State gen- 
erally tho. adoption of a system of 
printiiifg documents or letters whor(> 
inote^ tnafi' ■ 'aix copies are required 
might bo attended with ^economy, as 
well as advantage in respect of speedy 
•xeoution and accuracy.

The highest trees on tho 
Sierra Nevada, Cal.,yot discoTered, 
reach only 'loll feet, tho average size 
being Irom ;JU0 to 400 foot in height 
and from 21 to 34 feot in diameter.
